was a smallpox virus which had become 
attenuated and made largely harmless by 
transmission through the cows. 

Later, the great Pasteur made a vaccine 
against the awful disease, rabies, by treating 
the virus with a drug until it became 
weakened. In 1930, Dr, Max Theiler of the 
Rockefeller Foundation so weakened the 
virus of yellow fever that he could make 
from it a vaccine which soon was protecting 
millions of people in the tropics from what 
was once their most terrible scourge. 

Since 1944, Dr: Herald R. Cox and his 
_group of brilliant research associates at 
the Lederle laboratories, have been working 
steadily to so attenuate (weaken) the three. 
main types of polio virus that they could 
make from them a live vaccine, I have just 
read the brief account of their often heart- 
breaking work, Sometimes they would work 
day and night for two years only to find that 
the snethod’ they" had been-usingto-weaken 
the virus was not the right one. Then they 
would have to figure outa new technique 
and start all over again.

May it soon go the way of the once almost 
universal and terrifying diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever and malaria. What is 
sad is that here in America thousands of 
people who hate public health measures are 
already rising up to fight the new vaccin- 
ations, just as they still are fighting vaccin- 
ation against smalipox’

An.occasional nose-bleed usually. does not 
Mean anything. I must have had hundreds 
during my life-time, and I have always been 
healthy. Only very rarely is a nose-bleed 
so bad that a specialist must pack the nose 
thoroughly in order to stop it. Many a time, 
I have stopped a bad nose-bleed for someone 
simply by having him bend over forward, 
pinch his nose closed with his fingers, take 
out his watch and hold the: nose for at 
least six or seven minutes. This gives a 
chance forthe biood-to-ctot— 

If a child or adult ‘has frequent nose- 
bleeds—and rather severe ones—a physician 
should look to see if there is any discover- 
able cause. There may be a little ulcer where 
the nose is often picked, or, in a rare case, 
there will be-a number of tiny tufts of 
blood-vessels-which-easily_rupture_and bleed, 
If the person has such tufts, many of them 
can be destroyed with an electro-cautery. 
The doctor will look, also, for-some general 
bodily disease which might cause bleeding.
